Affordable  Housing  Linkage  Fee 

This  week,  the  City  Council  unanimously  approved  the  Affordable  Housing  Linkage  Fee.  Please  see  our  summary  of  the  new  fee, 
the  ordinance  and  the  resolution. 


CCA  successfully  advocated  for  the  following  items: 
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•  Established  an  18-month  phase-in  period  with  fee  amount  locked  in  at  time  of  project  application 

•  Exempted  floor  area  purchased  through  TFAR  program  from  linkage  fee  calculation 

•  Created  advisory  committee  for  Housing  Impact  Trust  Fund

Permanent  Supportive  Housing  and  Interim  Motel  Conversion 
Ordinances 

This  week  CCA  supported  the  Permanent  Supportive  Housing  (PSHj  and  Interim  Motel  Conversion  fIMC)  ordinances  at  the  City 
Planning  Commission.  Both  ordinances  were  approved  and  will  be  considered  by  the  City  Council's  Planning  and  Land  Use 
Management  Committee  next. 

•  The  PSH  ordinance  is  a  prime  example  of  a  production  based  housing  strategy  that  will  support  new  construction  for  those 
most  in  need. 

•  The  IMC  ordinance  will  enable  the  adaptive  reuse  of  existing  motel  and  hotel  structures  to  be  used  for  housing. 

Both  ordinances  represent  an  efficient  and  strategic  approach  to  creating  new  housing  options  in  an  immediate  time  frame. 

CCA  will  continue  to  advocate  for  policies  like  these  that  support  the  creation  of  new  housing. 


Bike  Parking  Ordinance 

CCA  successfully  advocated  for  amendments  to  the  Bike  Parking  Ordinance,  which  were  passed  by  City  Council  this  week. 
Amendments  include  a  tiered  requirement  structure,  more  flexible  location  requirements  and  an  alternative  compliance  mechanism 
for  siting  and  design  standards.  The  ordinance  is  now  being  drafted  by  the  City  Attorney's  office  and  will  be  sent  to  City  Council  for 
final  approval. 


Small  Business  Council 

CCA  is  dedicated  to  creating  an  environment  where  businesses  can  thrive.  Small  businesses  are  especially  critical  to  our  economy, 
with  research  showing  that  employment  growth  in  DTLA  is  strongest  at  organizations  that  employ  fewer  than  25  people.  In  order  to 
serve  this  important  sector  and  the  needs  of  the  many  small  businesses  in  DTLA,  CCA  created  a  new  member  group  called  the 
Small  Business  Council.

Camden  and  Hazens  Group  Projects  Approved 
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Congratulations  to  Camden  and  Hazens  Group  for  receiving  City  Council  approval  on  their  projects  this  week.  Camden's  project  in 
the  Arts  District  will  set  aside  18  of  its  344  live-work  units  for  affordable  housing  and  five  for  workforce  housing.  Hazens  Group's 
1020  S.  Figueroa  project  will  add  300  hotel  rooms,  435  condominiums  and  nearly  60,000  sq.  ft.  of  retail  across  the  street  from  LA 
LIVE.
